ASK FOB HER SHAKE. 


Ths Elko Free Press remarks: 
Considerabla interest is ulready being 


manifested at thia early day in the coming 
political campaign for Statfe offiosra and 
National representative. Ths personnel of 
the State ticket is every now and then in- 
oidently referred to by the press, and in a 
quiet way by the people as to tbe merits 
and demerits, in point of availability. In 
the list of namss that have been mentioned 
with tbe several offices to bs filled we 
recognize a number of old-timers, whose 
ability and experience will doabtless com- 
mend them to the favorable consideration 
of the next Republican State Convention. 


The total number of State offices to be 


filled, including one United States Senator 
and one Congressman, outside of the State 
Legislature, is nineteen; of which eighteen 
»» to be elected by the people, and one 
by the Legislature. 


There are fourteen organized counties in 


the State, of which number Washoe, Elko 
and Storoy are the three most important in 
point of population and taxable-propoity. 
While the claim* of Storey and Washoe, 
and in fact many of the smaller counties 
have been fully recognized by important 
positions on tho State tiokst, Elko oonnty 
seems to havs been entirely overlooked. 
For illustration, Lincoln county, with its 
insignificant tax list and meagre vote, has 
had a placs upon the State ticket for the 
last twelve years.

Storey county has always had A 


United States Senator, with other im- 
portant positions upon the ticket. Ormsby 
county has now a United States Senator 
and Congressman, besides State Treasurer 
and one Begent. And so you may go 
through the entire list of counties. 


Besides these facts all the patronage of 


the Federal Government by tbe way of j 
public institutions and officers for theaamo ] 
Beem to bo selected from the west end ol j 
State, within a stone throw ol the dividing 
line between Cn'iforma and Nevada. Also 
all of tue State iDStitntionn. 


In visw of the above facts the Repub- 


lican delegation from Elko county to the 
nest State Contention will demand as a 
.matter of justice, a more pronounced rec- 
ognition upon tha State ticket. Elko will 
claim two prominent positions upon the 
ticket.

Heretofore tha county has, m a politi- 


cal sense, only been recognized as an out- 
side province of tha State of Nevada, use- 
ful for taxable purposes only. The county 
of Elko was duly organized under an Act of 
the Legislature, March 5, 18G9, and tho 


• fifst election was held in Jane, 1869, at 


which time she took her place among the 
sister counties of tho State—in round 
numbers, a period o£ 21 years, during 
which time she his only been honored 
by four nominations on tho SUte ticket, 
ths first being Len Wines for Stato Treas- 
xirer in 1870.

AN INTEBESTING WAB. 


Cattle Garden a Bon« of Contention Be- 


tween tbe Government and New York 
Authorities. 


Special to tbe JOUBKAL. 


NEW YOEE, April 21.—Tbe Commission- 


ers of Immigration and tbe United States 
authorities have not yet come to an under- 
standing about Castle Garden, and the fate 
of that famous depot for European emi- 
grants is therefore uncertain. Some time 
ago tbe Federal authorities served notice 
on thf Commissioners of Immigration that 
the contract under which tbe immigration 
business baa heretofore been conducted, 
and which expired to-day, would not be 
renewed. Tbe immigrants who reached 
here to-day were received at Castle Garden 
and at the barge office. It is rumored that 
the Commissioners of Immigration will 
invoke istata laws to compel transatlantic 
steamship companies to land immigrants 
at Castle Garden, and thus thwart tbe 
Government. The fight, if seriously under- 
taken, will be a very pretty one, as the I 
Secretary of the Treasury has a right not 
to let immigrants land until they have 
been inspected by his delegated officers. 
If he should decline to assign1 officers for 
thia duty, then tbe immigrants should have 
to remain OB board the steamships and 
return to the countries (7h:ch they had left.

Tricks of Showmen. 


Freak* for museums are now made to order. 


Give me an hour's time and I can rig up an 
electric man for any person in the city. All 
that is necessary is to fasten two large braw 
or iron plates to the floor and attach them to 
an electric battery. Any person will answer 
for the man, providing he stands on one ot 
the plates and allows everybody that steps on 
the other t>lnte to shake hands with him, thus 
completing the circuit. Slate writing in 
theatres is done with the aid of a conMerate 
or two in the audience. The messago 1s writ- 
ten on one side of the slate, which is carefully 
covered with a piece of clean, dry black rub- 
ber looking like slate, which fits very closely 
and protecting the writing from the damp 
rag which is passed over it to make the audi- 
ence think that no writing exists. 


The performer then steps into tha audito- 


rium and asks somebody to suggest a sentence. 
The confederate is the first to respond, and 
his question is chosen. An answer to this is, 
of course, written on the slate already and 
carefully covered with the rubber. A board 
Is next securely fastened to the frame sides 
of the slate with cord, and the performer then 
takes the whole affair^on the stage and un- 
fastens the board, being careful to remove 
the rubber at the same time, thus allowing 
the people to see the writing. All other tricks 
are just as simple, but on account ol their 
simplicity nobody can easily catch on to the 
way they are executed.—Showman in Bt 
Louis Globt-Democrat. -
